The only photographic reproduction of the 
peso duro that I have been able to find is in 
the ENCICLOPEDLIA UNIVERSAL ILUSTRADA EUROPER-AMERI-= 
CANA (vol.xxxvii:l23). The inscription on the coin 
reproduced there reads, "DHI * GRATIA * 1783 * 
CAROLUS * III * /[verso] * HISPAN * ET * IND * 
REX **f; * BR * F* PF #*". The 'R' undoubtedly stands 
for 'reales', but the only guesses I can make for 
‘i! and 'F * F' are 'majestad' and 'felicissimus' 
respectively. Weither makes sense.
